.St. Louis, Jan. 13. — Two street car 
liorscs were killed and their liea.la 
burned oil' al Fourth and Chestnut 
streets by an electric light wire at ,').;!() 
o'clock this iiiurniiig. Michael Davis, ,1 
salesman al 10 Norlli Fourth slreet, was 
perhaps the only eve-witucis of the acci- 
dent besides tlie driver of tin? car, 
Cliarlcs Kiiapps. "We have two arc 
lights did not burn yesterday. J au]i- 
poaed Kouiet liiiig wa,-. wrong, and when 
I got down this inoruiiig at ti o'clock 1 
found our wire )iad become so heavy 
willi sleet as to pull the peg from the 
window sill above and bai.g down in the 
street like a swing. Our lights are not 
turned on until 7 in the morning, but I 
thought the wire dangerous, anyhow. 
When a Chouteau avenuo ear came along 
1 rushed out and told the driver to stop. 
He did so, and the conductor lifted the 
wire over the cur with his broom. As 
it passed over the metal roof it let out a 
string of fire and dropped behind lower 
than Defore. One of those little bobtail 
cars was following about twenty yards 
in tho roar, and I thought tho driver 
would see the wire, so I did not call to 
him. His horses run against it and it 
slid up their. legs until it struck their 
heads. It was the strangest sight I 
ever saw. 

Both horses stopped instantly, but 
their own momentum threw them for- 
ward, the car running on them. Tho 
wire was atictclied acrosa their necks, 
and as lliey dropped lo the street dead, 
a cloud of smoke came np from them. 
The wire burned ibrougb the flesh like 
a aliarp knife, and cut the jugular vein. 
A at ream of blood spurted from the 
nearest horse as far as the pavement. 
The smell was terrible. The wire went 
on burning until it met the bones in the 
horses' necks, and would have burned 
through in a few minutes, but the fire 
department arrived and cut the wire on 
both sides. 'I'here were fifteen pa.ssen- 
gers in the car, and they scrambled out 
in every direction, some trying to gel 
out of the windows." ■ . 



NOETHERN PAC1]|1C ACCIDENT. 

A Train of Can Wrecked, bat None of the 
Faaseneeri'' Injured. 

KLLKNSBtmo,' Jan. 13. — The Atlantic 

express on the Northern Pacific railroad 
left Maywood, a little station sixty-five 
miles east of Tacoiiia, just twenty-seven 
hours hile. The delay was caused by a 
wn ck which occurrcil at 10 a. ni. yes- 
terday belweeii Maywood and Hot 
.Springs. .Seven cars were piled up be- 
side the track and no one was seriously 
iujuieil. Of a train of nine cars and 
two engines, only two rullman sleepers 
and two engines were left standing on 
the truck. 

Sciambliiig out from beneath the 
wreck, your corrcspondcnl expected to 
liiid a number killed or .seriously in- 
jured. The engines were stopped right 
on the approach to the bridge with ihe 
mail ami express car over ' On its aide 
jusl behind the lender of the rear en- 
gine. Two mail agents were in the 
apartment of this car and in the express 
apartment and baggage car. The ex- 
press messenger, feeling the car going 
over, grabbed hold of an Upright and 
the sudden jerk wrenebed' his righl 
shoulder, but not seriously,' however. 
Two touriit, or secohd-olass coitohes, 
formed the letter "V" lying on their 
side in the snow. One man in one of 
them received a very slight scalp 
wound. It is uliiiost a miracle that his 
arms and legs were not broken. O. H. 
(.irecn, colored porter, showed ])reseiice 
of mind liy pulling the air brake on as 
soon aa be saw ihey had left the track. 

'I'liii smoker wus next and was the 
wor-.t smashed up of all the wrecked 
11U-. It took a wild leap, going clear 
ni; ;is trucks and laudinj; oil its side in 
1 lir -Mii\v-. The day coach landed ujioii 
the ti licks of the smoker and topplcil 
nccr at .111 angle of fifty degrees. Thu 
dining-car had ju.st left the rails wlicii 
the airliiakea lield it. The two alccii- 
crs were left on the track ami except for 
the sudden joatling passengers scarcely 
knew anylbing had hapiiened. Fires in 
the upturned ears were (piickly extiii- 
guii lied, wliicli prevented further disas- 
ter. 

Tho condiictor and all tho trainmen 
iminediately set about to render tho pas- 
sengers comfortable, and deserve credit. 
Wrecking trains and other ours woro 
telegraphed for, and at 3 p. m. the work 
uf clearing away the wreok and repair- 
ing tho track was commenced. 

Although we lay there twenty-sovoH 
hours, with the snow falling fast most 
of the time, we were comfortable, as tho 
.dcepors and dining-car were all right.

Kdward Hall and John Setters Shot Down 
by (Jeorge Rutherford, Who Then 
Takes Ills Own Life.

CHiLT-rwiiAOK, B.C., Jan. 14.— A ter- 
rible tragedy occurred here last evening 

between four and six o'clock, by which 
Edward Hall and .John .Segers lost their 
lives at the hand of Ccorge Kiitlicrford, 
wlio afterwards took his own life.

Mr. Irwin gave the alarm, 
and H. Webb and .S. Knight proceeded 
to investigate. They found Hall lying 
dead between his house and his barn. 
He had been returning from feeding his 
stock. .Segers was also found dead, ly- 
ing oil the floor of his house. They then 
went into Rutherford's bouse and found 
him dead also, the fatal rifle lying close

GOTHAM GROWIN&^MOULDY. 

Its Miserable Climate CorerinE the Houses 
with Fungi. 

Nkw York, Jan. 13. — Residents of 
tlio brown stone district of this city arc 
threatened with a danger more serious 
than la grippe. The long continued 

rainy and muddy weather baa formed a 
green mold or fungus growth on the 
triints of tliousaiids of uwelliuga, and 
the health of the occupants is endan- 
gered. Block after block of hand- 
.iiHiie brown stone houses is covered 
with ihe unseemly growth. Brick, 
granite and uiarlile buildings are 
exciiipt, but all shades of sandatone 
.-iufl'cr. Brown stone houses built a 
ilo/.cii or twciity years ago furnish the 
best iiold for the growth. Tlie soft, 
porous nature of the malerial causes 
il to retain moisture, and iho unusual 
warmth of the weather, combined with 
the recent rains and high per- 
centage of humidity in the air, has 
produced a quuntity of mold never 
kiuwn in this city before. Dr. Martin, 
the health board chemist, to-day sent 
out and obtained samples of the fungus, 
and will tnako tests to determine its na- 
ture and properties.

We trust that the Doinmioii Govern- 
ment will soon coiuo to 30I11C ugieeiiieiic 
with the Provincial (.ioveniineut witli 
respect to tlio iiiiiierala in tlic railway 
belt. It is must iiiifortunate that the 
development of tlio niineial leaourcea of 
the part of British Columbia that pos- 
sesses railway facilities is greatly retard- 
ed for want of aonte agreement betwuen 
tho two goveminentsi The Canadiun 
Pacific runs throuyli a coiintiy ricli in 
minerala. TliOfiC wlio Imvo traveled 
through that country and exaniineil ita 
rodf[|;say^that there are districta in it 
wtubb are as rich as any in Colorado. 
But men will not spend their money in 
prospeotint; and in working mines until 
they can get a title for the ground the}- 
occupy and work which cannot be qiiea 
tioned. 

It waa only yu.stci day that we heard o) 
a company of English capitalists who, 
when they saw how unsettled the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction still is, refused to 
have anything to do with niinea in the 
railway bolt. Tliua tlio oxpunditiiie ot 
some lifty thtntaand pounds sterling wat 
prevented, and tlie opeiiini,'of ivliat niiglit 
havo turned out to be rich mines de- 
layed. The practical difficulties in the 
way of any large concern who wish to 
carry on mining operations in the rail- 
way belt are, we are assured, very 
great. They are .w great tliat Knglisli 
ca.pitaliats who attach very much iiii- 
porunee to security of tenure, will not 
not as much as look at laud that part 
of the province as long as matters remain 
in their present condition. There is 
nothing to binder the two governments 
taking this obstacle out of the way of 
the development of the province in u 
very aliort time. Tlio question is one 
that can L-,i.--ily bu BCltlod if once the 
Dominion Govermnent would enter into 
the work promptly and earnestly. If 
the policy of postponement were aban- 
doned a settlement would aooii be as- 
rived at. It is not fair to clicck Rritish 
Columbia in this way. Tire Provincial 
Government is ready at any inoiiieiit to 
enter into the businesa. It was consid 
ered well under way when the Minister 
of the Interior returned to Ottawa. The 
matter was, we jiinderatan'd, ^isoussed 
while he was here and propositions for a 
setllemunt subinittoil to hiin. But a.^ 
far as can be learned no progrea.i has 
becn made since. W'c trust tliat tlu 
representatives of the province now 
in Ottawa will press the mat 
ter on tho attention of tlu- 
Goyernmeot. At the risk of appearing 
troublesome they should lie persistent in 
their representations of the injniy done 
to the Province by dul.iyiiig the settle- 
ment. It aeeina to its that tlic nocesaity 
of urgency is so cleir that a little ear- 
nestness and energy would accomplish 
much in bringing about the result so 
greatly to be desired. 



Tho development of the milling indus- 
try of the provinco is hindered very 
materially by the duty on mining 
macliinery. Mining in thia province i.- 
carried on under great ililliciilties, ami 
it is not foi:, tho (iovcrnmeiil lo place 
upon the industry heavy burdens. It 
Clin afTord to be generous to the mincra. 
^They do not ask for bounties ; 
their demand, is not for iiroteclion. 
What they a.-(k is to Ije allowed 
lo do tlieii woik with freo handa. 
If the Govoruinent placed on the free 
lilt every tool used in mhihig and ali 
materials required by tho inincra, it 
would do thoni no moro than ju.siici. 
lu treating Rritish Colmnhia miners in 
this way it would l,'i: acting in llii' 
strictest conformity with its trad( 
policy. The ohjcct ol thu national 
policy is to foster infant industries. 
Mining in the greater part of this prov. 
ince is an infant industry. On its du 
volopment the pros])erity of the pro 
vince in a very great meaHiire depoiid.s. 
Tlie miners arc miflicicntly liainpei'cil 
by HRtdral dillicnltica dillicnllies wliiol; 
noOovornment can lessen— without their 
being burdened by a heavy tax imposed 
to benefit people who cannot by any| 
possibility render thum any service in' 
return. Tho request by the miners of 
British Columbia for free mining ma- 
chinery is so rca.sonablo that wc cannot 
uuderutund wliy the Government hesi 
tales for a moment to grant them all 
they ask and moro. 



An itrticlo in tho PopMliir Scienco 
Monthly contributed by a gifted Cana- 
dian, Mr. George lies, formerly of Mon- 
treal, shows that the capitalist is not so 
miicli to be envied as some people aeom 
to think, ll is entitled "Two ami a 
half per cent." If wages were low and 
becoming lower every year there would 
be a loud lament from one end of the 
continent to tho other. There would 
bo agitations and combinations without 
end to raise tho price of labor. "A fair 
day's wages for a fainlay's work" would 
bo demanded by the workmen and theii 
friends uvorywhorc. And the agitatio:i 
would.be quite legitimate and tho de- 
maud altogether reasonable. But tho re- 
turn which the capitalist gets for his 
money has been growing less and less for 
many years, and next to nothing is 
heard about the wrongs of capital. 
There ia no movement to raise the rate 
if intereat in ai>y part of the world. 
The capitalist, whether man or w6mivn, 
child or adult, must bear hia or her 
woes 'silently. There is no aympathy 
for the money-owning class. No one 
volunteers to redress tho grievances of 
lIic capitalists. They must submit to 
tho inexorable law of supply and de- 
maud without a murmur. If they com- 
plained they, would only be laughed at. 
Fhs state of things which diminishes 
their income ia a matter of rejoicing. 
Kvoryoiie is glad when money ia clieap 
iiid easy to \m had. And there is 
i-oason to be glad, for cheap money 
makes improvcmenta easy aud puts 
aaoessaries .and conyenieuces within 
the reach of many, who, if monoy'were 
uot cheap, would have to do without 
them. 

Mr. lies dooa not complain. He i^ 
not melancholy at all. lIi 
doea not shed tears bscause 
tite money to buy parks for the citizens 
of New York was obtained at the low 
rate of two and a half per cent. In 
fact he seems pleased that tho money 
was raised at so low a rate. But tin 
transaction set him thiiiUiin{ and en- 
quiring, and ho has fouud that for some 
time past the rate of interest has been 
getting lower on both, sides of the 
Atlantic The Park stdcks bearing 2^, 
percent, and maturing in twenty years 
hrouKht on an average 100 ;!-10. United 
Slates bonds ire bought at a figure 
u'iiicli yichia the investor still less — not 
more than J. 07 per cent. He sliow.- 
that during the present decade the 
average rate realized on , United States 
Goverhnient bonds was 2.72; during the 
preceding ten years it wa.s 
■LOG. The rate of discount 
charged on prime commercial paper 
has declined in the ten years ending 
October 31, 1889, from (i.23 to 5.29. 
riiere is a table in the article which 
shows that the rate realized on United 
.States (Joverniiieiit bonds, which are 
about as good security as can bo found, 
declined from .'i.'JS in 1872, to 2.07 in 
ISS!). The decline has been gradual : 
in 1880 it was -l per cent, in 1885 it was 
2.60, and as wa have seen, in 1881) in- 
vestors were content to get 2.07 pei 
cent for their money. In the same 
period the rate of discount charged by 
Xew York banks for lirst-class commer- 
cial paper declined from S.OS to 4.S7 ; 
in 1874 it was 9.02, but two years after- 
wards the rate lias sunk to- 5.51. ,B"' 
it never got up to six per cent after 
1874. In England the same lowering 
of tho rate of interest hias taken place. 
The Chancellor of the E.'cchequer last 
year refunded the three per cents 
to stock, bearing 2.j per cent, to be low- 
ered in three years to 2J per cent. ; am 
it is believed tliat in the not very dia 
tant future another Chancellor of the 
Exchequer may make a reputation for 
himself, and at thu same time lighten 
the burden of the people by lowering 
the interest on the British national debt 
atiU fiu ihor. Germany has been able to 
chiiiige her 3i per cent, for Ss. A 
French economist has shown that when 
the e.>cisting redeemable ' debts' of 
France, of Paris and of the jFrench rail- 
way companies, are paid, the redemp 
lion prices will exceed the issue pricet 
by §1 ,;i()0,00O,0l)O. XatioiLS and cities iml 
corporations have found an easy way lo 
pay old debts. When debts bearing a 
high rate of interest are due, money 
can be borrowed at a low rate to pay 
tliem, thus very materially lessening 
the burden on the ratepayers and the 
borrowing bodies. Having. Ugh ter biir- 
demi lo carry llieir credit under tlie new 
condition ia beltrr tlwin evor. 

A very largo class of investors cannot 
and - will not run the ' slightest risk.; 
Their money must be' safe., b^ontake 
certain of this they are ready, to take a 
very low rate of interest." The quantity' 
of tlieae gold edged secnrilies is limited. 
.Many projects which, wlien tiioy 
were started a few years ago, pro- 
mised to yield large reliirii.s to those 
who put their money in them, are now 
hopelessly bankrupt, and the money 
put into them, principal as well as in- 
terest, lost. Mr. Ilea says: " nming 
the year ending ■lune ;!Olli, 1888, 
lW(Mity-oiie per cent of tlie bonds on 
.-Xmerican railioada paid no intereat; llic 
capital involved being no leas a sum 
than eif{ht hundred and twenty -seven 
million dolliirs. Of allied signiftcance '\f 
tho fact that in 1888 om: in every 
ninoty-eight linns in buaiiicHs in the 
United .State.a liccami: insolvent." .Slill 
there ia a great deal to lie doiiu in thu 
world wliicli r<'(|niri'a the use of capital, 
so there doca not seem lo be any iiione- 
dinto fear of capital lying idle for want 
of good uses to which it can bo put. 
Hut, as Mr. lies shows, care ond caution 
and strict integrity are reintired in tlioao 
who desire t(,> iiae the money which is 
awaiting |ii<ilitable investment. Ah this 
store is coiiliiiually increasing it does 
not ajjpvar that there is iiuich danger of 
money becoming dear again.

wages havo fallen below the pur- 
chaaing power of those paid twenty 
years ago. No State of tho Union adds 
to her population moro immigrants of 
the wags-deprossing type than New 
York., Still on July 1st, 1889, her 
savingb banks held on deposit $530,417,- 
974 due 1,389,007 depositors. The 
amount had increased §22,000,000 dur- 
ing the preceding twelve months und 
$2Ol,0OO,O(X) during tho preceding nine 
years. These ligurcs prove a rapid im- 
provement in the condition of the work- 
ingpeopleof Now York, and sinceinigra- 
tion from New \'ork to oilier states is 
easy and cheap tho advance in general 
prosperity !iiay be fairly interpreted as 
gauging prosperity lliroughout the na- 
tion." 

The same influences are at work both 
to lower tho rate of interest and to in- 
crease the romunoration to labor in 
Canada as iu the United States. In 
this country we find those who huvu 
good security , to oflfer wbetlier 
corporations or individuals borrowing 
money at cheaper rates than formerly, 
and we also find workmen bettor paid 
.uid golliiig more fm- their money. 
I'lieae facts should bo generally known 
and carefully pondered. If they wore 
wo would not hear so much about tho 
greediness of capital as we do. Tho 
truth is that capital at the present time 
lias euough to do to hold its own, and 
ihofio who have the money of widows 
and orphans to invest find it very hard 
to place it where it will bring anything 
like as large a return as it would have 
done.a few years ago. The wan who 
lives on his money, if he wiihea to keep 
Ilia capital intact, has often more care 
on his slioulders and more need of 
watchfulness and economy than the 
workingmau who is in receipt of fair 
wages.

One thing appears 
pretty certain which is that whatever 
party be benefited it will not bo the 
Equal Rights Parly.

The first mooting of tbe Public ScUcol 
Board for 1800 naa held in tho 
Police Court room last evening, Mr. 
Charles Jl ay ward in tlie chair, uikI 
Trusf.oea jlloiatonnan, Wolfendon and 
Morrison present. 

COM.MaNIOATIOIjS 

wore read from: 

S. D. Pope, Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, as follows: 

ViCToniA, Doc. 12, 1889. 
7'0 Lt.-Col. U'olfcmhn. Svcivtary School 
Jloaril, Victoria, B. C: 
Dkau Sm,— I have to acknowlodgo ra- 
coipt of yours o( thn 11th Inst., with resolu- 
tion of the Board ot Trustees of Victoria 
City tjcliool District, suggesting that tlie 
written examinations bo hold imnicdiatoly 
before tho close of school, tho results to bo 
made known hoforo the opening of tho 
sumo. In roply I would state that, hereto- 
fore, threo separate examinations hiivo 
been held, acinl-annuttlly, In tho liigh and 
Graded acheola of civic aistriots o( tlio pro- 
vluco, as follows; 

1st. -liJxaminatlonB of nigh schools, cov- 
orinh' the v.'ork of tho session. 

2nd. - Kxamlnatioiis ot candidates for en- 
trance to a llinh school. 

3rd, — I'romoLion examinations in tho 
Graded schools. 

The Mfot two of these arc held simultane- 
ously, or a.s nearly so aa possible, in tho 
city di.stricts of llio province tho welfare of 
the schools as well as tho time at the dls- 
Iicsal of tho olllcials of this department be- 
ing takun into considerutiou indotorinin- 
iiig dates of holding tlieao examinations. 
As to tho date ot holding the promotion 
exanilnalions, 1 would stiito that a very 
considerable time is iiocos.sary for the cor- 
rection of papers before a rcjiort of results 
can be handed ill. To reipiiro teachursto 
do this work during vacilion would doubt- 
less bo eonaiderci an injustice. Uenorally 
speaking there iano reason why the alien- 
dance should uialorially decrease after llio 
holding of the promotion exauiinations, 
if tho regular work Is proceeded with there- 
after; and if each teacher endeavors \o 
make the dally oxcrclsos of his room more 
Interostiug and Instructive than usual. 
This la Incumbent on him in view 
of tho necessary preparation (or the 
closing publio exercises o( iiis school. 
The fiilling off in attendance at the present 
tiiiu! is in II great measure ocooiintod for 
by the iirovaleuco ot sicknoas among tho 
children. There is another cause for tho 
lessened at teiidanco to \^'llich 1 would re- 
spectfully call your altcul inn. and thai is 
the iii.iurioiis eU'eiUs iiiion Ibu pupils pro- 
diiced by their beiiiKnllowed logive pnlilie 
concerts. 'I'lie cxcilciiicnt atleiulaul unoii 
I he work of preparnt ion ol such an exiiib- 
itioii roudors not a few of the pu]nls ipiiie 
inilitl'erent as to their attendance, and so 
ilisiracls their ininils from their Studies 
I hal tho teachers are unable to hold tbolr 
attention or some lime thereafter to regain 
that luisiduity which is essential to pro- 
gress. 

In thanking the board of trustees for the 
suggestion made, permit mo to state that, 
as the work of t lie school room Is a matter lo 
bo deall, ^vitli only by Ibis depart lueiit, the 
inl eresl of ■' II the schools of the provinci 
iiuisl be taken into consider, ii ion in do 
ciding upon any eounio ot action.
